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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
04/14/2009 has been entered.

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 36-51: (Cancelled). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 21-35 and 52-58 are allowed. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art does not disclose, teach, and/or fairly suggest a bodily fluid testing 
device comprising inter alia: a housing with an aperture and a lancet guiding shoulder, a 
lancing device coupled to the housing and having a needle with a lancet guiding collar 
therearound and a lancet drive to advance the needle through the aperture to provide 
access to a submicroliter bodily fluid sample, and a mount block coupled to the housing 
and a motor therein to move the edge of a test strip in a non-linear trajectory within a 
mechanical tolerance of about 0.010 inch of to the center of the submicroliter bodily fluid 
sample while the housing remains stationary on the skin during the fluid harvesting and 
fluid sampling.
